This report Contains aJ^ analysis of spring term enrollments (spring term 
for all 39 distri«^ts) and winter quarter enrollment for the fiVQ comujiicy 
college districts on the quarter system. In previgus years, the winter and 
spring -tenn enrollment report 'consisted of second term enrollments, (winter 
quarter for those colleges on the quarter system, and* spring semefster for 
those on the semester system). * . - > 

It isSlways diffictilt to report winter and spring term enrollments in 
^ the community colleges of Illinois because Of the many different types 'of 

• calendar systems be:j/^g'*uS(Bd by the 51 community colleges and the grea^ variety 
of starting dates. In addit,ion to the, quarter and semester s/stems, some 
. colleges have a oner month session between their two semester terms, one college 

uses a monthly module system, a number of colleges have half-semester modules 
as well as a regular semester module, and almost all colleges have courses 
that sftart and stop throughout "the term.

• ■,- Student enrollment data for the Winter' Quarter and Spring Term 1979 are 

based^ on 10^ day (end of registration) counts. -This type of enrollment data 
is considered to be "snapshot" enrollment. Snapshot enrollment counts reflect 
the number of studentis attending a. given institution on a particular date. 
Usually, the winter and spring term" enrollment at institutions of higher educa- 
tion are somewhat lower than the fall term enrollment for the same year. This 
•^■'^ . has generally been the case in Illinois public community colleges as wells 

The winter an4 spring (;erm enrollments ire. very important because when 
combined with the fall term enrollments, they\^ provide a very good, indication 
of the total' enrollments generated by each college for the entire year. These 
data are significajic to each college as well as to the ICCB because the annual ' 
enrollments 'detepaine the amount of state funding that public community colleges 
■■receive. • ■ . ,

, - It should be noted that in several cases'^ the two full-term equivalent (FTE) 
course enrollment tables Which each college submitted in additiqi/ to the E-1 
cards sometimes showed slightly different figures from those which were obtained 
from the E-1 card reports. This difference, although very slight, is ^ due to a 
variance between the college produced computer run based on course enrollnKnts

Tabled 2 on the^ollowing page- shows a ^pmparison of sprirtg term 1979 '. 
headcount enrollment with fall ,1978' and springs 1978 c-erms. Of the fifty-- 
one community colleges, six colleges experienced an increase in enrollment 
from fall 1978 t<# spring 1979 tejm, w|j4.1e forty-five had decreases in enrpllment. 
Twenty-two of the fifty-one <:olleges' showed increases from spring 1978 term to 
spring 1^79 term and tfwenty-nine decreased in enrollment . The total spring 
1979 heidcount enrolliMnt (288,427) has decreased 117. fr^i fall 1978 and 3% 
from the spring 1978 term. 

Table 3 on page 4 4hows the-FTE student enrollment for spring 1978, fall 
1976, and spring 1979 terms for each of the. public coimunity colleges of Illinois. 
Only three community colleges experienced increases in FTE enrollment from .fall 
1978 to spring 1979 term while forty-eight colleges , showed a decrease. Of the 
fifty-one colleges, twelve had aif FTE enrolliMnt' increase frAa- spring 1978 to 
spring 1979 term, a6d thirty-nine experienced decreases. The total FTE enroll- 
ment (129,801) has decreased 11% from fair 1978 term and 61 from spring 1978 term.

Since this report; utilized second term (winter quarter anci spring semester) 
enrollioents in past years, this year's data can be analyzed in a similar format 
to provide a comparison with past years. Table 4 below shows a compa^risen of 
the second term-, student' headcount and FTE enrollments with fall term enroll- 
ments for the public commxinity colleges of Illinois .^ince FY1974./ This analysis 
shows that although the headcount enrollment for second ;term ha9 been increasift|k 
prior to FY-1978, the rata, of increase lias been declining. The second tern" FtE^ 
' enYollment has been, decreasing for the past three years. During second t^rm 
FY1978 and FY1979, both Headcount a^d FTE student enrollments decreased'. When 
comparing second term and . fal-1 . term enrollments, both headcount and FTE enroll- 
ments Kave been. decreasing steadily since" FY1975 . . ■ • •
